PLANTING SUGGESTIONS 


Gladiolus should be planted when the trees native to your locality are leafing. 
Then danger of heavy frost is past. Bulblets should be planted about two inches 
deep, large bulbs from four to six inches deep and medium and small, between 
these depths. They should be planted from three to six inches apart, never 
closer than the width of the bulb. The best location is in the garden row. 


FOR AN EXTENDED BLOOMING SEASON 


Plant large, medium and small bulbs at the same time. Large bulbs will 
bloom first, then medium and then small. Bulblets will usually not bloom until 
the second year, although some will. This method is more satisfactory than 
planting large bulbs at different times, as growing conditions are usually better 
earlier in the season. 


CUT FLOWERS 


Best time to cut is when first flower opens; they can be cut when first bud 
shows color. If a new cut is made on stem so water can circulate and water 
changed each day, all blooms will open and bloom will last for a week or more. 
Leave from four to six leaves on the plant to mature the bulb. 


DIGGING AND STORAGE 


Digging should be done before foliage has turned completely brown, but 
before heavy frosts. Foliage should be cut from bulbs at once as close as possible 
to the bulb. If foliage is left on bulb, bulb will usually wilt if left in the sun. 
There is also more danger of thrips being carried into the storage quarters. 
Bulbs should then be washed and then dried until old roots and bulblets are 
easily removed. Should be stored in trays not over three inches deep. A stor- 
age temperature of as near to forty degrees as possible is best. 


THRIPS 


The most common cause of Gladiolus failure is Thrips. This is a small insect 
that feeds on the sap of the plant, moving up into the buds as soon as they form 
because they are sweet. This damage usually is not noticeable until blooming 
time, at which time blooms wilt and are an unsightly mess. Best method to 
combat is prevention. Buy bulbs from reliable growers who keep their bulbs 
free by fumigation. Do not plant after first year or bulbs given you by friends 
until bulbs have been treated. There are various dips and sprays used, infor- 
mation on which can be secured from your State Department of Agriculture. 
The following are some of the simpler treatments as they do not require any 
special container and can be purchased at your druggist. As a dip before plant- 
ing—4 teaspoons Lysol for each gallon of water—soak bulbs from six to eight 
hours. Best spray after plants are growing is 1 ounce of Tartar Emetic, 2 
ounces of brown sugar or molasses to three gallons of water. Apply weekly 
from time plants are six inches high. Apply with a pressure sprayer. Molasses 
is less likely to clog the sprayer.

FOR SUCCESS WITH GLADIOLUS 


. Buy bulbs from a reliable grower. 

. Treat your bulbs before planting. 

Plant in garden row away from sod, trees and buildings, where they will 
receive sun and shallow cultivation. 

. Cut when first flower opens or stake if they are left to bloom outside. 

. Plant so that they will not be in the same soil oftener than once every four 

years. 

. Dig up and burn any plants that turn brown prematurely. 

. Spray wetkly with Tartar Emetic or dust with DDT from time plants are 
six inches high. 

8. Examine bulbs each Spring before planting and discard any that show any 

indication of disease. If you can grow vegetables, you can grow Gladiolus.

DDT 


5% DDT dust has proven satisfactory for both storage and field control of 
Thrips. For storage control, the bulbs can be dusted after they are dry and the 
dust need not be removed from the bulbs. For field control, dusting every ten 
days from the time the plants are in their third leaf has given control. Dusters to 
suit the size of your planting can be obtained from your druggist or hardware store.
